the public health activities, serv- 
ices and programs were graded 
as “good,” 35 per cent as “poor” 
and the remainder were “fair.” 

The study, Dr. Kandle ex- 
plained, showed ‘that much of the 
public health work of the city 
division and private agencies was 
excellent and some outstanding 
advancements had been obtained, 
but it also indicated a need and 
opportunity for advancements and 
improvements. 


Lists Eight Weaknesses. 


In his report, submitted at a 
meeting on public health in St. 
Louis sponsored by the Social 
Planning Council, St. Louis Med- 
ical Society, Mound City Medical 
Forum-’and the Chamber of Com- 
merce, Dr. Kandle listed eight 
weaknesses in the city’s Health 
Division. They are: 

Salaries of personnel, partic- 
ularly those in key positions re- 
quiring public health training 
and experience, are ‘“dangerous- 
ly low.” 

Inadequate provisions for per- 
sonnel recruitment and selec- 
tion and for economic security 
on retirement. 

“Acute shortage” of trained 
public health medical and nurs- 
ing personnel. 

Delay in planning and mak- 
ing a clear definition of pro- 
gram with written policies, par- 
ticularly in the medical pro- 
grams. 

Emphasis on the care of in- 
digents at the sacrifice of more 
adequate protective and preven- 
tive services. 

Insufficient attention to the 
more chronic diseases, mental 
health and nutrition. 

An “amazing lack” of consul- 
tant service usually furnished 
local health departments by 
state and federal agencies. 

Lack of a citizens’ board of 
health, or its equivalent. 


Recommends Advisory Group. 


Dr. Kandle recommended estab- 
lishment of a strong, quasi-official 
citizens’ advisory committee to as- 
sist the health division in its 
work. Members should be ap- 
pointed by the Mayor from lists 
submitted by the division and the 
Social Planning Council, he said, 
and should meet frequently to 
study. health problems and sub- 
mit recommendations to public 
health officials. If this is not pos- 
sible, he said, the council should 
organize the committee. 

Tuberculosis control remains a 
major problem in St. Louis, and 
its cost to the city is enormous, 
Dr. Kandle continued. The basic 
weakness of the program is the 
lack of a single administrative di- 
rector to integrate the various 
activities in this field. Steps 
should be taken to restore the 
former position of tuberculosis 
controller, he said. 

The maternal death rate in St. 
Louis ‘has been “commendably 
low” for the last 10 years, but ad- 
ditional personnel for this service 
is needed, he said. The handling 
of communicable diseases was 
rated as “fair,” and he recom- 
mended a “full-fledged,” carefully 
planned campaign to eliminate 
whooping cough. 

He reported parochial school 
children are receiving far less of 
the essential public health serv- 
ices than public school children. 
The public school program is pro- 
vided by the Board of Education, 
while the parochial school medi- 
cal and nursing services are fur- 
nished by the health center serv- 
ice section of the health division, 
which is understaffed, Dr. Kan- 
dle said.

The bulk of the estate is to 
be divided into six equal parts 
for the benefit of the children 
of his four sons and two daugh- 
ters. In each case it is stated 
that if the son or daughter should 
surbive the testator, but should 
have no descendant living at the 
time of the testator’s death, the 
one-sixth part shall be set apart 
for such ‘som or doughter. This 
part, it is provided, shall be set 
apart in trust, and if a child is 
born later to the son or daugh- 
ter, the portion shall thereafte 
be held in trust for the chil 
or children, in the same manner 
as if such child or children were 
living at the time of Mr. Rand’s 
death. 

Any grandchild who is a bene- 
ficiary of a trust may receive a 
part or the whole of his or her 
share after reaching the age of 
31, within the discretion of the 
trustees. The trustees of the six 
trust estates are Mercantile-Com- 
merce and Edgar E. Rand in each 
case; Henry H. Rand’ in four 
cases; and Frank C. Rand Jr. and 
Norfleet H. Rand in the case of 
their own family groups. Provi- 
sion is made that there shall be 
a corporate trustee and two indi- 
vidual trustees for each of the 
trusts created. ' 


SIX FUTILE EFFORTS 
TO LAND IN STORM 


MENOMINEE, Mich., Dec. 7. 
(UP)—An unidentified plane, ap- 


parently a small, private craft, was 
believed today to have crashed in 
the north woods ‘after attempting 
to land at six cities during a 
snowstorm last night. 

At Daggett, Mich., city officials 
were forced to turn out the street 
lights to keep the plane from land- 
ing on the block-long main street. 
Michigan state police said it was 
“impossible” to let the plane at- 
tempt a landing there be¢ause it 
might have hit buildings or power 
lines. 

The plane was first sighted over 
Marinette, Wis., when it attempted 
a landing there about 7 p.m. 

Lights at the Menominee air- 
port were turned on but the plane 
gave up after making several ap- 
proaches in the swirling storm. 

From here, the plane flew north 
to Daggett and made a pass at 
the main street before the lights 
were turned off. 

Later, the plane.was heard over 
Iron Mountain, Escanaba, and 
Norway, all in the Michigan north- 
ern peninsula. At each city, the 
plane roared low in apparent at- 
tempts to land, then pulled up 
at the last moment.

NEW YORK, Dec. 7 (AP)}—Tom 
Lanphier Jr, today finished a 
flight around the world by sched- 
uled airlines in 13 minutes less 


than five days. He established a 
new passenger speed record for 
commercial planes. 

Lanphier made the last lap of 
his trip on an American Airlines 
plane. His landing at LaGuardia 
Field came four days, 23 hours 
and 47 minutes after his takeoff 
last Friday. 

The previous record holder was 
Col. Eddie Eagan, chairman of the 
New York Boxing Commission, 
who flew around the world last 
year in six days, three hours and 
40 minutes. 

“Anyone can do it who has 
$1545.75 for a ticket,” said Lan- 
phier, wartime ace credited with 
shooting down Japanese Adm. 
Isoroku Yamomoto. 

Lanphier’s trip was made in| 
connection with the forty-sixth | 
anniversary Dec. 17 of the first 
Wright brothers’ flight to take 
place at Kitty Hawk, N.C. Spon- 
soring the flight is the Air Force 
Association which Lanphier once 
headed.

A retired Leora (Mo.) farmer, 
Tony Bacon, was killed late yes- 
terday afternoon near Doniphan 
when he was hunting deer.

Bacon, 66 years old, did not re- | 


ear. Details of how he was killed 
were not available here. 

Ever since Missouri reopened 
its deer hunting season back in 
1944, conservation commission 
members have been “holding their 
breath,” expectimg someone would 
be killed in the thick cover of 
Missouri’s Ozark deer woods. 

Every year at the close of the 
season the commissioners ex- 
pressed happiness that no deaths 
had occurred. 

Bacon’s death occurred on the 
first day of Missouri’s five-day 
1949 season. An inquest was 
scheduled. 

There have been several camp- 
ing accidents in Missouri’s deer 
woods but none in the past was 
fatal.

The plan contemplates as an- 
important feature the acquisition 
by the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity, under the slum clearance and 
rehabilitation provisions of fed- 
‘eral law, of the three-block strip, 
bounded by Market-Chestnut- Fif- 
teenth-Eighteenth, to form a park 
and playground connection be- 
tween Memorial Plaza and Aloe 
Plaza. An undergroung parking 
garage could be included there. 
The city government has hoped 
for some time to establish this 
connection of the two plazas. 

Over-all effect of the downtown 
group’s plan for this initial re- 
development site would be an ex- 
tension of the built-up and attrac- 
tive central district from the vi- 
cinity of Twelfth boulevard to the 
vicinity of Union Station, which 
faces Aloe Plaza. 

Other Proposed Sites. 

Representative of the type of 
other redevelopment sites that 
have been considered so far by 
the downtown group are such 
areas as the following: 

Vicinity of Commission Row, : 
inasmuch as that wholesale pro- 
duce and fruit distributing area 
is expected to be disrupted by 
the prospective northern exten- 
sion of the Third street major 
highway. The general idea is 
te take in the area between 
Broadway and the river, north 
from either Lucas, Delmar or- 
Franklin for some blocks. 

Market - Elm - Third - Eighth 
streets. Presumably the York 


of Sixth and Market, and some 
business structures would be 
excluded. 

Tyler - North Market - Ninth - 
North Florissant. This is a vi- 
cinity that has been considered 
for years as a site for new 
housing. 

Chouteau - Park - Eighteenth- 
Jefferson. This adjoins La- 
fayette Park and is a block west 


of Clinton-Peabody Terrace, 
one of the two existing low-rent 
or public housing’ establish- 


ments of the St. Louis Housing 
Authority. 
Alternative Sites. 

The downtown interests, which 
have taken expert advice and sug- 
gestions, consider this set of sites 
to be a “homogeneous grouping,” 
with relation to each other and to 
the downtown district. They are 
acting on a planning concept that 
looks towards eventual creation 
of a ring of new dwellings around 
the city’s central commercial area. 
Roughly such a ring has been dis- | 
cussed as following Third street, | 
Park avenue, Grand boulevard 
and North Market street. 

Some additional or alternative 
sites probably will be worked out. 
It has been estimated that the 
total of at least five sites desired 


The discussion is on the basis that 
it will cost a redevelopment cor- 
poration an average of about $10.- 
000 per apartment to build its 
projects and pay for its reduced 
or one-third share of the cost of 
sites. 

Added to the 1950-51 program 
of the St. Louis Housing Author- 
ity for about 5700 dwelling units 
for low-income families, the down- 
town group’s scheme would bring 
to 10.700 the total of modern 
dwelling units contemplated for 
erection in the fringe of slum and 
blighted area surrounding the 
central busines district. It is esti- 
mated that these dwellings would 
provide for a population of more 
than 40,000 persons. 

Many large downtown firms 
and big industrial establishments 
near the downtown area have 
complained that they were unable 
to find suitable homes to attract 
new workers needed at various in- 
come brackets. - 

Concern of Downtown Interests. 

Thinking of the downtown lead- 
ers has become pretty well crys- 
tallized on the plan as outlined 
herein, the Post-Dispatch was in- 
formed,., They are of the opinion 
that the rehabilitation would not 
only protect the substantial in- 
vestments in their own enter- 
prises, but would offer some at- 
traction as a new investment. 

Beginning some years before 
World War II, various downtown 
leaders have sought to obtain re- 
habilitation, which would help 
keep downtown business intact, 
preserve property investment and 
tax values, and assure a better 
future for the central city as the 
nucleus of the metropolitan dis- 
trict. They have been concerned 
over the progressive decay within 
the city and the marked trend of 
some business towards outlying 
sections of the city and the 
suburbs. 

Major improvements sought to 
protect “downtown” have includ- 
ed: Extensive new housing on the 
fringe; large off-street automobile 
parking facilities; better traffic 
access, notably the Third street 
major highway, now being started 
towards the south; completion of 
the riverfront memorial, which

_ Atomic Bomb Still "Undeveloped 
at Time of Shipments in.1943. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 7 (UP)— 

Whatever Russia got from the 

United States in the spring of 

1943, it was not information on 

how to make an atomic bomb or 

materials with which to do it. 

The House Committee on Un- 
American Activities has produced 
evidence that Russia, a wartime 
ally, flew 1420 pounds of uranium 
compound out of this country by 
way of the Great Falls (Mont.) 
lend-lease depot in March and 
April 1943. 

It was not until the spring of 
1943 that the United States bomb 
science laboratory was set up at 
Los Alamos, N.M., and it was not 
until the summer of 1945_that the 
first atomic bomb was put to- 
gether there. 

However, the official Smyth re- 
port on the United States atomic 


‘project shows that this country 


‘was not producing atomic ex- 
plosives, except on an _ infinitesi- 


mal laboratory scale, until 1944.

The president of America’s largest 
life insurance company said to- 


day “the easy money policy of

Leroy A. Lincoln, head of the 
Metropolitan Life Insurance Co. 
of New York, called on the Gov- 
ernment to “foster an economic 
climate” in which private business 
can operate with confidence. He 
urged that taxes be cut and Gov- 
ernment spending reduced. 
Lincoln gave his views to the 
Senate-House Economic Commit- 
tee which is investigating the 
reasons behind the reported _ 
of risk capital for small businesse 
in the United States. 

Chairman O’Mahoney (Dem.), 
Wyoming, said he wanted to 
learn “what yardstick the com- 
panies use in investing the sav- 
ings of the American people.” 

‘Lack of Incentives,’ 

Lincoln denied that insurance 
companies can be blamed for any 
lack of equity capital. If there 
is such a shortage, he said, then 
it is the result of “the lack of 
incentives for investments in 
common stocks on the part of the 


| general public.” 


Lincoln said the insurance com- 


. panies can’t be blamed for the 
“ees! “easy money” policy. Life insur- 


ance savings are one factor in 
the low interest rates, he said, 
but other factors are the funds 
released by commercial and sav- 
ings banks, building and loan as- 
sociations, private and Govern- 
ment pension funds, Government 
corporations, farm credit agen- 
cies, and individual savings. 

“It is the interplay of many 
factors which determines inter- 
est rates,” he added. 

Lincoln gaid the life insurance 
companies get ohly a small part 
of the taxpayer’s income after 
taxes. He figured they got 4.1 
per cent of the total in 1929 but 
in 1948 the total had dropped to 
3.5 per cent,

Acheson said the State Depart- 
ment had monitored the broad- 
cast. However, he made plain the 
department has no way of know- 
ing. whether the release proposal 
was authentic. 

Nevertheless he said an Ameri- 


ean diplomatic official wil] be sent 


from Seoul, the South Korea cap- 
ital, to the border with North 
Korea to receive the two. 

The two, both officials of the 
Economic Co-operation Adminis- 
tration, are Alfred T. Meschter of 
Kinderhook, N.Y., and Albert E. 
Willis of Brooklyn. They were on 
board an ECA cargo ship which 
sailed from South Korea Sept. 20, 
and presumably was taken to a 
Communist port by the Korean 
crew. 

Fhe United States had asked

Stock Exchange has been waging 
battle. Its president, Emil Schram, 
before his illness, was stumping 
the land trying to sell investors 
on the idea of buying common 
stocks, many of which offer at- 
tractive yields on the money ‘it 
takes to buy them on his ex- 
change. As the nation’s industries 
grow, American business will have 
“a larger pie” which Schram says 
should be “distributed - more 
widely.”

The Federal Government isn’t 
alone in this. States are taking 
an even greater toll on business. 
In the 1949 fiscal year states got 
more than $600,000,000 from cor- 
poration income taxes, the Na- 
tional Industrial Conference board 
reports. This was 326 per cent 
more than in 1940, although there 
was considerably more corporate 
income on which to levy a tax 
this year than before the war. 

State legislatures this year 
made 52 upward revisions in 
taxes, and in addition six states 
added new major taxes to their 
lists.

SOFIA, Dec. 7 (UP)—Traicho 
Kostov, former Vice Premier and 


No, 2 Bulgarian Communist, went 


on trial with 10 co-defendants 
today on charges of plotting with 
Yugoslavia and the United States 
to overthrow the Bulgarian Com- 
munist government. 

Kostov and his fellow defend- 
ants were brought before a seven- 
man court headed by Supreme 
Court President Boris Lozanov. 

Prosecutor Vladimir Dimchev 
immediately began reading a 20,- 
000-word indictment charging the 
defendants plotted to overthrow 
the government, murder Prime 
Minister Georgi. Dimitrov and 
annex Bulgaria to Yugoslavia. 
Part of the plot, it said, was to 
annex the (Bulgarian) Macedonia 
region to Yugoslav Macedgnia. 

U. S. Minister Mentioned. 

Dimchev said Kostov had con- 
fessed that United States Minister 
Donald Read Heath told him the 
United States had reached “com- 
plete agreement” with Marshal 
Josip (Tito) Broz of Yugoslavia on 
the plot. 

The indictment also linked Kos- 
tov and the other defendants with 
the British secret service. 

Almost 400 spectators crowded 
into the hall where the trial is 
being held. They included Mrs. 
Mary Johnston, cultural attache 
of the United States legation here. 

The trial is the second of al- 
leged Titoists in eastern Europe. 
Fermer Hungarian Foreign Min- 
ister Laszlo Rajk was tried and 
found guilty in Budapest three 
months ago, sentenced to death 
and executed. 

Kostov, a member of the Bul- 
garian Communist party central 
committee’ since 1931, became 
Deputy Prime Minister, Minister 
of Economics and sccretary of the 
central committee after the war. 
He served as acting Premier 
when Dimitrov was abroad. 

Ousted From Party in June. 

Kostov was dismissed from his 
government posts last April and 
in June was expelled from the 
party. Dimitrov died in Moscow 
about the same time. 

In addition to Kostov, the de- 
fendants were: 

Dr. Ivan Stefanov, former Fi- 
nance Minister; Nikola Pavlov, 
former administrative secretary 
of the Politburo and Deputy Con-

This month, as well as next 
January and February, will find 
the season still open on rabbits. 
And ‘fast-running, swift-dodging 
winter rabbits furnish good eat- 
ing and excellent sport. Rabbit 
hunting is possibly more univer- 
sal than any other form of hunt- 


g. 

Few men have reached matur- 
ity without having been able to 
recall the days of their youth— 
and rabbit hunting—especially if 
there was snow on the ground. 
What a thrill it was to wake up 
early in the morning and see the 
earth blanketed with snow and 
your first thought was “three 
tracks” in the snow and you 
would eagerly follow them to 
some hollow log or brush pile. 
The rabbit would come bounding 
out, dodging and twisting, fur- 
nishing a _never-to-be-forgotten 
target with your “single barrel” 
as you took dead aim and scored 
your first kill! 

Most rabbit hunters use dogs, 
and the little beagle hounds are 
favored by many. Their size en- 
hances their value in the chase 
because they can ferret through 
brush piles and briar patches 
which are B’rer Rabbit’s favorite 
habitat. Beagles are usually slow 
trailers and the game will loaf 
along ahead and afford the hunter 
much more opportunity for a 
shot than would be possible if 
the rabbit was being pursued by 
a larger, faster-running hound. 
A fast-running dog will usually 
“den” his game in short time and 
the rabbit will pursue a direct 
line to his favorite hollow tree 
or earthen den. Few rabbits are 
ever caught by dogs, and,’ if they 
are, most hunters would hesitate 
to place them in their game bags 
for fear they were victims of 
tularemia. 

Tularemia Has Receded. 

Tularemia was given its name 
because it was first recognized in 
Tulare county, California. It was 
quite prevalent for a few years, 
but has receded somewhat, and 
victims are seldom reported at 
present. However, care should 
be exercised in dressing all rab- 
bits and they should be thorough- 
ly cooked before being served at 
the table. Open wounds or cuts 
on the hands are readily infected 
when dressing a diseased rabbit, 
and rubber gloves should be used 
as a safety measure. 

Missouri has always produced 
enough rabbits to furnish excel- 
lent shooting and to permit the 
shipping out of the state thou- 
sands of live and dressed rab- 
bits. Other states have looked to | 
Missouri for their rabbit brood 
stock and the supply has been 
ample in the past, but the fu- 
ture may tell a different story. 

Rabbit mortality. on the high- 
ways has reached a point that 
_ the daily kill by automobiles pos- 
sibly exceeds the daily kill by 
hunters and predators combined. 
Drive along any heavily-traveled 
highway. and on approximately 
every mile of road you will see 
a dead rabbit. Multiply this by 
the number of miles of heavily- 
traveled highways and the kill 
will reach a surprising figure. 
A survey could be worked out, 
possibly through the co-operation 
of the State Highway Department 
with the Conservation Commis- 
sion and, if the count showed a 
too heavy mortality rate, then 
shipping could be stopped and a 
protective season added through 
the summer months. 

Rabbit hunting in the Ozarks 
is a boy’s traditional pastime. It 
also furnishes sport for more 
adults than any other game. A 
hunt can be of an hour’s dura- 
tion or for the entire day. It 
adds variety to the table and 
many people prefer rabbit to any 
other game. 

The present Wildlife Code of 
Missouri contains neither a daily 
bag or possession limit. It cer- 
tainly could be placed at a fig- 
ure that would prevent the “trig- 
ger-happy” hunter from slaughter- 
ing, say, 50 rabbits when the 
snow is on the ground or where 
rabbits are plentiful.

Far Above Legal Technicality 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Many thanks for reprinting Irving 
Dilliard’s lucid analysis of Supreme 
Court trends in civil rights cases. I'm 
afraid all I could get out of Prof. 
Howe’s pettifogging answer to it was 
a little wry ente ent. Somehow’ 
his doubledeedawk about “relational 
statistics” operates on a different level 
from the substantial question of the Su- 
preme Court’s responsibility in protect- 
ing the civil liberties of Americans. 

I hardly know what to make of the 
following question-begging passage in 
Prof. Howe’s disquisition: “The majori- 
ty of those civil rights to which Mr. 
Dilliard finds that Mr. Justice Murphy 
gave such fine devotion were, by any 
reasonable classificatien, rules of pro- 
cedure of the most technical sort. On 
its face a rule of law which says that 
a jury may draw no inference of guilt 
from a defendant’s failure to testify is 
irrational in that it seeks to prevent 
the jury from making an inference 
which the average man would surely 
make.” 

I am a:‘layman, but it seems to me 
that a defendant's freedom not to an- 
swer certain types of question is no legal 
technicality but a matter of great sub- 
stance. No defendant is required to in- 
criminate himself, and in the realm of 
his religious or political convictions, 
certain areas are supposed to be invio- 
late. If silence is taken to impugn a 
man, maybe it isn’t so much the fault 
of the “average man's” averageness as 


of his lack of understanding that some 


things, under our Constitution, simply 
may not be inquired into in a court of 


law. 

If Prof. Howe were to write plain 
English, he might help to revise our 
juries’ understanding of the Constitu- 
tion upward, instead of practically sug- 
gesting that the Constitution be re-

CURIOUS. 
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More Light on Lobbies 


Probably no law on earth could drag all the 


lobbyists out of the recesses of Washington 


. and into public view. But the special House 


committee which begins a lobby inquiry next 


month can easily find where some of the . 


lobbyists hide. . . 
Representative Buchanan’s committee has re- 
ceived a preliminary report from W. Brooke 
Graves of the Library of Congress. Mr. Graves 
notes that the real estate lobby, always trying 
to obstruct public housing, is one of the biggest 


' pressure groups in Washington. 


Other big lobbies are concerned with tariffs, 
farm policy, airlines, old-age pensions, utilities, 
labor law, railroads, world federalism and what- 
not. Leading this assortment of high spenders, 
for the first nine months of the year, was the 
American Medical. Association. It spent $1,225,- 
000 to try to defeat national health insurance. 

Mr. Graves notes that there are three times 
as many lobbyists in Washington as Congress- 
men. This is conservative. The Congressional 
Quarterly has estimated that there are 4000 
lobbyists, though at last report only 253 or- 
ganizations were registered under she lobby law. 

Where are the others hiding? For the most 
part, legally outside the law. 

Congress considers lobbying to be legitimate, 
as an extension of the right of petition. The 
Federal Regulation of Lobbying Act is not con- 
cerned as much with regulating lobbyists as 
with collecting information about them. But 
while the theory that publicity will help correct 
abuses is good, the law is not specific enough 
to provide reasonable publicity. 

Weaknesses of the law begin with the defi- 
nition of a lobbyist. This definition is applied 
to those who work “principally” for passage or 
defeat of legislation in Congress. 

Two limitations arise from this. ,One is that 
many lobbyists can place themselves “princi- 
pally” in some other business than lobbying. 
The other is that lobbying does not always con- 
cern legislation, or Congress. The five-per- 
centers mostly spent their dubious efforts in 
acquiring contracts and other favors from ex- 
ecutive officers. Consequently, Senator Mundt 
has proposed to bring under the registration 
law anyone who seeks a government contract 
of more than $25,000. 

Governmental officials also avoid registra- 
tion, though they certainly may lobby. State 
officials worked hard trying to get Congress | 
to exempt tidelands oil from federal control. 
Chairman Buchanan seeks to require registra- 
tion in such cases. 

Some lobbies are really giant combines. The 
National Rivers and Harbors Congress and the 
Army Engineers lead an alliance of utility, 
coal, landowning and state interests behind 
gold-plated front organizations. They work their 
different ways toward similar pork barrels, 
partially in the open and partly hidden. 

Another loophole is that the law requires list- 
ing only of those contributing $500 or more to 
intluence legislation. Earlier this year a busi- 
ness lobbyist interested in labor law conceded 
that more than half the $22,000 he had raised 
was in under-$500 contributions. Mr. Buchanan 
also hopes to plug this escape route. 

There is no necessary relation between the 
amount of money spent by a lobby and its ef- 
fectiveness. Labor unions, for example, may 
spend less money than business opponents, but 
the unions speak with votes behind them. 

It is money, however, that lies at the root of 
lobby abuses and creates the risk of corrup- 
tion. This is what the lobby law attempts 
to prevent by the light of publicity. The 
Buchanan committee should have little diffi- 
culty in throwing light on more lobbies. 
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St. Louis Can Lead the Way 


There was no lack of public interest in the 
latest public hearing of the Board of Freehold- 
ers. The subject was a proposal to put a guar- 
antee of civil liberties at the outset of the new 
Charter. Representatives of many groups and. 
just plain citizens turned out to indorse the idea 
heartily. Not a single soul spoke in opposition. 

This shows that people are interested when 
they understand that their basic rights are con- 
cerned. And that is the case with reference to 
this proposal. For the fact is that a municipal 
Bill of Rights would be a very substantial bul- 
wark to the liberties of the people of St. Louis. 

A review of infringements of free speech, free 
press and free religion shows that these usually 
are at the hands of local police officers or other 
local officials. The worst violation of anyone’s 
rights in St. Louis in many years was the Mel- 
endes case. It concerned the treatment: of a 
prisoner held incommunicado in the jail, a local 
affair entirely. - 

St. Louis will hearten friends of liberty all 
over the country if it makes a Bill of Rights a 
part of its new basic law. The example will be 
followed by many other communities. For this 
reason we suggest again an enumeration of basic 
liberties which the ordinance makers, officials 
and police of St. Louis will not violate. 

A civil rights clause would be good, but a 
statement of enumerated rights, developed from 
the Federal and State Constitutions, would be 
infinitely better. 
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The A.M.A.’s Money Trouble 


The House of Delegates of the American Med- 
ical Association .has confessed, in effect, its in- 
ability to finance the campaign against a 
national health program on a voluntary basis. 
When they last met in St. Louis, the Delegates 
voted a $25 “assessment” to be asked of each 
doctor-member. That should have brought in 
about $3,500,000. Actually, only about $2,250,000 
was collected. , 

So the Delegates, assembled in New York this 
time, are planning to charge dues to fill up the 
war chest. In the past, only the association's 
constituent local societies charged dues. A high- 
pressure campaign such as the A.M.A. is con- 
ducting, however, runs into big money. In re- 
cent months, the association has been seeking 
outside aid. And now it is about to make an 
effort to get more money from the doctors them- 
selves. : : 

It is too bad that there must be so many mis- 
givings as to how the A.M.A.—or rather, its pub- 
lic relations experts—will spend this money. 
Scare propaganda, such as that which already is 
being sent to doctors for distribution to their 
patients, can hardly help toward finding a way 
to pay for adequate medical care, Nor is it 
likely to make much of an impression on people. 

a good many doctors do not like it; other- 
wise it would not be so difficult to get their 
financial support. 

The uneasiness of the A.M.A. leaders them- 
selves was clearly indicated by the dropping of 
Dr. Fishbein. But what good can that do if a 
team of non-professional publicity “experts” 
continues to preach the old line in an even 
more crude fashion? 

‘Where it should have been leading the way, 
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the A.M.A, fias been waging a losing fight, 
Surely, it ought to reconsider its position and its 
tactics. There are many enlightened doctors 
who would gladly help the association take the 
lead in working out an adequate health program. 
And that is how the A.M.A. could spend dues 
and assessments to good effect. 
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A Cheer. With Fingers Crossed 


It could be the green light for the riverfront. 

From Washington, Mayor Darst reports that 
Jefferson National Expansion Memorial Associa- 
tion members, city officials and Terminal repre- 
sentatives have agreed on a plan for the reloca- 
tion of the levee tracks. The plan was worked 
out with the help of Architect Saarinen, and it 
is said to be satisfactory to the Park Service. 


That sounds good enough for throwing hats in 
the air. So we hope crossed fingers will be 
pardoned. The idea of carrying the tracks across 
the area in a tunnel with open cuts at each end 
may be all right—especially since it is accept- 
able to Mr. Saarinen. But we would like to 
know how long those cuts will be. We would 
like to see them drawn on a map of the area. 
We want to be sure that the riverfront develop- 
ment will not be scarred just. for the sake of 
getting work under way. We want to be sure 
that it will not be scarred for the benefit of the 
Terminal—an enterprise which really has no 
right to be on the site at all. 

The suggestion that Government funds might 
be used to relocate the tracks also is disturbing. 
Why should the Terminal not foot the bill for 
construction work which will enable it to stay on 
other people’s property? Why should it be 
granted this privilege at other people’s expense? 

Secretary of the Interior Chapman says that 
“forceful arguments” will have to be presented 
before he even considers the use of federal 
funds. He might well have taken the position 
of Secretary Ickes and have said flatly that the 
tracks must be removed. It is not unreasonable 
to consider a decent compromise, but it cer- 
tainly would be unreasonable to work it out at 
the Government’s expense. There is not a rea- 
son for thus appeasing the Terminal. 


Tunnel or no tunnel, the Terminal cannot be 
allowed to block the project. Nor, in the, eager- 
ness to get it out of the way, should only a par- 
tial and unsatisfactory concealment of its tracks 
and trains be accepted. We appreciate that 
Representative Sullivan is eager to introduce 
legislation authorizing a new start on the rivere- 
front work. But he cannot do this before Con- 
gress reconvenes in January: That leaves time 
enough for the publication of drawings to per- 
mit evaluation of the compromise. | 

Since the plan seems acceptable to all who 
have seen it in Washington, it may well prove 
acceptable in St. Louis, too. But people out here 
want to be sure that the park and the arch will 
rise as planned and not as modified to please 
the Terminal. 
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One Successful Junket 

Reports of unbecoming conduct of Congress- 
men on junkets to Europe have received much 
attention lately. As an example of what a 
congressional junket ought to be, there is the 
trip to South America by a House foreign af- 
fairs subcommittee led by Representative Car- 
nahan of Missouri. This expedition should im- 
prove our relations with our neighbors at a 
time when they need improvement. 

After a visit to 10 republics, Mr. Carnahan 
intends to urge Congress to expand American 
technical assistance to these “nations. He be- 
lieves that this will cost little, that it will de- 
velop mutual trade as well as living standards 
in the southern countries, and further, that the 
other American peoples expect at least this 
much help. 

In four years, 11 of these republics have suf- 
fered from revolution. The result has usually 
been a military dictatorship and anti-Yankee 
feeling. The Associated Press recently sum- 
marized the causes of revolt as economic dis- 
content and a feeling of rejection by the United 
States, now so bent on aiding Europe. ; , 

This country can send skilled staffs to the 
South to promote business, agriculture and edu- 
cation, without much expense and with con- 
siderable hope of making new friends. That is 
the lesson of the Missourian’s visit.

Robert Menzies, out of office in 
Australia since 1941, called it “a happy 
omen” for the prospects of his own Lib- 
eral party in the Australian elections on

It 
now is established that a party to the 
right of the Government can win an elec- 
tion not enly in theory but even in prac- 
tice—at least, in New Zealand.

Maybe transit radio and its plug-uglies are a 
boon to humanity because they offer an easy 
way to mental oblivion.

Americans would call a welfare state as 
far back as 1893. It acquired most of the 
features of the Roosevelt New Deal be- 
tween 1893 and 1906. 


The conservative governments which 
held office in New Zealand from 1906 to 
1935 tempered the pace of movement in 
that direction, but never halted or reversed 
it. Welfare statism advanced slowly and 


gradually, but steadily, from 1893 to this 


time. 

And the National party (the conserva- 
tives) which won the New Zealand election 
and turned Labor out of office this week 
did not run on an all-out private-enterprise 
platform. On the contrary, one of its pri- 
mary promises was that all social-security 
benefits would be maintained. Those so- 
cial-security. benefits include a plan now 
in operation which eventually will give 
every citizen of the country a “superan- 
nuation” (retirement pension) on reaching 
the age of 65. 


Those benefits also include a straight 
payment to parents of 10 shillings a week 
for each child. In New Zealand, 10 shil- 
lings will feed a child for a week. 


Those benefits also include a national 
health scheme which is not socialized medi- 
cine, as in Britain, but goes much fur- 
ther than anything existing in the United 
States today or contemplated in the Tru- 
man Fair Deal program. 

And all that is accepted by New Zealand 
conservatives as right and proper—or at 
least inevitable! _ 


So the winning conServative program in 
New Zealand was not a strong political re- 
action against basic existing policies. 
What the conservatives promised was pri- 
marily the same social services, but with 
fewer regulations and restrictions on the 
individual, and with lower taxes—or at 
least not higher taxes. 

Socially, it was a “me-too” program. If 
it has any application to politics in Brit- 
ain or the United States, it certainly would 
not be to suggest the possibility of voters 
turning against what is understood by the 
phrase “welfare state.” 

lt proves that relative conservatism can 
win an election in New Zealand. It im- 
plies, therefore, that the same thing could 


. happen in Australia, Britain, or the United 


States. ; 

But it implies also a mild brand of con- 
servatism. In short, it offers hope to op- 
position parties, but not to the more rigor- 
ous opponents of the idea of the welfare 
state.

The addition this year of “Pride and 
Prejudice” to the previously all-male 
Great Books Program at St. John’s Col- 
lege makes a new evaluation of its author 
both timely and appropriate. None of 
Jane Austen’s contemporaries could have 
predicted that the spare-time jottings of 
this country clergyman’s shy daughter 
woulc one day win a place among the 
world’s classics. Yet it has become in- 
creasingly clear during the years since 
her death that here is one rural flower 
which was not born to blush unseen. Read 
today, her novels possess all the charm 
and freshness of modern works and, more 
important, improve with rereading. 

Elizabeth Jenkins, a competent English 
biographer and novelist, has written a 
thoughtful, affectionate and lively portrait. 
It places Jane Austen in her historical 
milieu and depicts the artist as a vivacious, 
talented, and normal woman—a sister 

much beloved and 

an aunt greatly 
adored. It is not the 
picture of a disap- 
pointed spinster 
writing in  semi- 
,) seclusion but a like- 
ness of the witty,

Besides employing 
in biography’ the 
skill of the novelist, 
Miss Jenkins draws 
on a thorough 

knowledge of Jane Austen scholarship. 
She is, moreover, a sensitive, interested ap- 
praiser rather than a partisan Janeite. 
This happy combination not only brings to 
life the extraordinary Miss Austen but 
aJlso shows her works and her life as an 
integrated whole. 

Jane Austen possessed what Miss Jen- 
kins calls the “occult power of creating 
human personality.” Without trying to 
fathom the mysteries of genius, the biog- 
rapher suggests, quite properly, that Jane 
Austen was able to use this God-given 
talent with such telling effect simply by 
being herself, writing for herself, and 
using materials that she knew. She wrote 
from inner compulsion, never to please a 
public or publisher. and it was only after 
her death in 1817 that her popularity 
reached impressive proportions. She never 
published over her own name but pre- 
served an anonymity even When she might 
have achieved a measure of celebrity. 

The scant half-dozen novels which she 
produced in her lifetime never deviated 
from a high ideal of artistic integrity. Be- 
eause of this, she remains, as William 
Dean Howells wrote, “the most artistic of 
the English novelists.” She stated her 
creed when she wrote to a friend who had 
urged her to write a popular romance: “I 
must keep to my own style and go on in 
my own way; and though I may never suc- 
ceed again in that, I am convinced that I 


hould totally fail in any other.”

OR the temporary defeat of the small loans lobby at the last 
F session of the Legislature, much credit goes to a young St. 

Louisan—Lawrence K. Roos. When Roos, now 31, a man of 
Means and a graduate of Country Day and Yale,' came out of the 
Army, he decided to go into public life. His talks with other. 
serious-minded young Republicans convinced him he should con- 
tinue to fight as a citizen for the same ideals he pursued as a 
soldier. So he was elected to the Legislature in 1946. 

Roos, who was called “the Portland Place liberal,” soon found 
himself in the thick of the fight against the small loans lobby.. 
We talked about it at my house 
the other morning, where I asked 
Roos to come for a cup of post- 
breakfast coffee. As a newspaper 
man, J have had that lobby in| 
my hair from time to time for 
20 years. So I was able to tell 
Roos a little past history. 

When Roos was 11 years old, 
a young State Senator from Cape 
Girardeau — Russell Dearmont — 
was making a dramatic fight 
against the same lobby. Dear- 
mont, just a country boy serving 
his first term, singlehandedly 
forced a reduction of small loan 
rates from 42 per cent to 30.

MISSOURI HAS BEEN LUCKY in that each time the small leans 
gang seems about to take over the Senate, some individual arises to 
dramatize the issue. In 1943, Raymond Lahey, a young St. Louis 
Representative, became the thorn in the lobby’s side. Lahey was a 
miniature Cato shouting that the small loans lobby must be de- | 
stroyed. He was a gadfly, a pest; a stinging wasp. He spoke against 
the lobby on every occasion. He always had another resolution to 
affer against legalized usury. Lahey forced an investigation which 
exposed the methods of the small loans lobby and made the state 
keenly aware of the extortionate interest rates that were charged. 
It led to making the issue a live one in the State Constitutional 
Convention in 1944. : 

Though his methods are different, Roos followed in the Lahey 
tradition. Inde@l, it may be said that the seed planted by Lahey 
in the lower House has had much to do with the fact that that 
chamber has been the lobby’s stumbling-block. As the record shows, 
the lobby has the State Senate in its back pocket. But its power is 
growing and, at the last session, it came within two. votes of con- 
trolling the House as well. \

ROOS SEEMS BAFFLED AND perplexed .that @ vested in- 
terest should be so bold, persistent and ‘almost successful in its 
efforts to force its will on a sovereign state. It is a matter of 
record that, in the closing days of the session, legislators were 
approached with offers of retainer fees and other inducements 
to vote with the lobby. Maybe these aren’t bribes in the strictly 
~— sense, but they come close. Pressure of all kinds has been 
put on. 

I reminded Roos that it has not been long ago that the Union 
Electric Co. tried to do just what the small loans lobby is now 
trying to do. The long arm of Uncle Sam moved in and put 
the president and vice president of Union Electric in prison. 
It should not be necessary for Uncle Sam to intervene in the 
present case, but if the State of Missouri will not protect itself 
from the small loans crowd, there may be a way to seek the 
intervention of the United States Government.

SEEKING A constructive solution, Roos in the summer of 1948 
formed a citizen’s committee to draft a small loans bill. It was a 
good committee and, while I think it erred in being too gen- 
erous in its interest rates, a sheaf of bills was produced. Speaker 
Hanilin used an old trick and referred them to a hostile com- 
mittee, where they were quietly slaughtered.

Leaving no stone unturned to pass a high interest bill in 
Missouri, the lobby has sought the aid of the banks, and has 
been partially successful. Though some banks wouldn’t touch the 
issue with a 10-foot barge pole, other bankers see advantage in. 
an alliance with American Investment and Household Finance. No 
official approval of the small loans program has been given by 
the Missouri Bankers’ Association as a whole, but some individual 
members are playing ball _ the lobby.

MEANTIME—and this is what makes Lawrence Roos writhe— 
the lobby has been so insistent and so powerful that it has been 
able to interfere with the passage of important legislation. It has 
befouled the whole legislative picture, making a special session 
necessary. Roos is no longer the comparatively innocent man who 
was elected in 1946, but he still wonders how in the world the 
lobby can get away with it.

PHOT TELLS HOWE 


HE SMUGGLED 28 
REFUGEES NTO 


Admits Flying Aliens in 
Piper Cub From Cuba 
—Lands Boldly at Bor- 
der Patrol] Airport.

MIAMI, Fla., Dec. 7 (UP)—A 
young pilot, charged with smug- 
gling 28 refugees from Iron Cur- 
tain countries into the United 
States, told today how he flew 
them here from Cuba in a Piper 
Cub on the last lap of their jour- 
ney. 

G lord Saxton, 26 years old, 
said he landed the aliens at Opa- 
locka Field near here, the same 
airport used by the United States 
border. patrol planes. 

Saxton was arrested and ar- 
raigned yesterday along with an- 
other pilot, Charles Cramton, also 
26,-and their wives, Mary Jean 
Saxton and Ruth Lucille Cram- 
ton, all of Grand Rapids, Mich. 

Saxton and Cramton were each 
held under $1000 bond, charged 
with conspiracy to smuggle aliens 
into this country. Their wives 
were released under their own 
recognizance. At least three aliens 
were also in custody. 

Names Head of Operation. 

At the arraignment, United 
States Attorney Ernest L. Du- 
haime said the brains of the op- 
eration was one Gregorio Simono- 
vitch of Havana, Cuba, whom he 
called “the kingpin of all smug- 
gling in the Caribbean.” Sax- 
ton confirmed that they worked 
with Simonovitch and said he 
was “a nice fellow.” 

Saxton talked freely with re- 
porters about the smuggling op- 
eration following the  arrign- 
ment yesterday. He said he got 
into the racket because he “want- 
eda car, a house and enough 
money to start a radio shop and 
pay a few bills.” 

He said that “we got $500 to 
$750 each with the kids free” for 
the-aliens he brought into this 


country. , 

“We landed: at Opa-locka,” he 
said, “and our rented planes were 
parked only two feet from the 
border patrol planes. 

“Nobody ever bothered us. 
After all, you don’t expect to find 
a bank robber cuddling with a 
banker.” 

Planned 8 More Trips. 

Saxton said he didn’t know how 
much money they made but esti- 
mated it at “several thousand 
dollars.” He said he “almost had 
what I wanted, and I was only 
going to fly eight more trips” 
when they were caught. 

A border patrolman quoted 
Saxton as saying a previous flyer, 
now serving a two-year sentence, 
made $32,000 out of it. 

Asked how he met Simonvitch 
in Havana, Saxton said he “just 
went there and asked for him. 
Everybody knows him.” 

Saxton said lately he expected 
to be arrested because “we knew 
a stool pigeon had talked in Ha- 
Vana.” 

“We know most of the stool 
pigeons and pay them more than 
Immigration does,” he said, “‘but 
something went wrong.” 


9 EX-SAILORS SEEK 
GUN THAT FIRED 
FIRST SHOT OF WAR 


ST. PAUL, Dec. 7 (UP)—Nine 
former members of a Navy gun 
crew pledged themselves today to 
find the dismantled gun that fired 
America’s first shot in World War 
II. 

The nine men, all Minnesotans, 
were members of the gun crew of 
the destroyer Ward. To them 
went the distinction of firing the 
shot that sent a Japanese sub- 
marine to the bottom while the 
Ward was on patrol, before the 
air attack on Pearl Harbor.  ~ 

As far as they know, the men 
said, the gun itself has been lost. 
It was an obsolete four-incher, 
and it bears a plaque which reads: 
“By sinking a Japanese submarine 
on the morning of Dec. 7, 1941, 
off Pearl Harbor, this gun has the 
distinction of being the first naval 
gun to speak America’s reply in 
World War II. As such, the 
Pearl ordnance men consider it 
deserving of — respect 
throughout its life.” 

Karl Lasch, St. Paul, sighted 
the target first, and C. W. Fenton 
of Forest Lake pulled the trigger. 

“They refitted the Ward early 
in the war, and took the gun off 
to replace it with an anti-aircraft 
gun,” Lasch said. “It was about 
time they retired the four-inch, 
beeause it was made in 1919.” 

No one seems to know whether 
the old gun, after it was removed, 
was packed in grease, or is stand- 
ing rusting in a Navy yard. It 
might even have been scrapped.

“Dr. Crane, I am interested in the psychological rules 
of color,” she smilingly began our talk. “In art we know that 
certain color combinations look 
richer when they appear together, 
such as blue and yellow, for ex- 
ample. But why is that true, Dr. 
Crane?” 

The retina of the human eye is 
not sensitive to colors over its en- 
tire surface. In a small area di- 
rectly behind the pupil. normal 
people can react to all the visible 
colors. ; 

But we cannot distinguish red 
and green if we proceed much 
beyond 25 to 30 degrees from the 
center of the retina, though we can still discern blue and 
yellow. 

Even sensitivity to blue and yellow disappears, however, 
as we advance further toward the margin of the retina, and 
we finally react only to black or white and their intermediary 
degrees of gray.

SINCE WE HAVE A RULE in medicine and psychology 
that the most complex structures are usually the latest to de- 
velop, and also the most delicate, they tend to disappear first 
when disease or injury attacks us. 

The red and green sensitive zones in the retina seem to 
be the last to have evolved in our physiological development, 
so they are usually the first to disappear in color blindness. 

It was very unfortunate, therefore, that red and green 
lights were selected for traffic signals, since these are the very 
colors to which a certain ‘percentage of men and women are 
color blind. _ 

To offset this mistake in part, you may now observe that 
the green lights are often a bluish green, and the red lights 
are a red-orange. If the colorblind person thus cannot detect 
the green, he may pick up the blue component of these bluish- 
green lights. Likewise, he may react to yellow in the red- 
orange, even though he cannot see the red wave length.

if YOU STARE FIXEDLY at a small piece of blue paper 
tor about a minute, and then focus your eyes 6n a white or 
gray background, you will observe an induced yellow spot of 
the same size and shape as the original blue paper. Try 
this experiment also with a small square or circular piece of 
ced.

Blue and yellow, therefore, are called complementary 
colors. They look richer when side by side than when used 
with any other color. In like manner, red and green go well 
together, for they complement each other. 

If you are a window trimmer and wonder what color would 
look richest with a second color which you already have on 
the background, just stare at the background color for awhile 

“and then focus on a white background. ; 

The proper color will soon be conjured up. Furthermore, 
if a girl has a blue dress and doesn’t know what color to use 
for a sash, let-her stare at a bit of the blue and then focus 
on a white background. Soon she'll see the complementary

T SEEMS difficult for some 
| people to let children alone 

when they are directly gon- 
cerned with them and their be- 
havior. visitor should not cor- 
rect a child, especially before 
other people, and a relative who 
is visiting is no exception.

It 
is futile for you to decide to de- 
fend the pack if your partner’s 
hand is so far reduced that he 
must throw it to the opponents 
sooner or later. In such a situa- 
tion, you should consider the: al- 
ternative of letting the opponents 
take what is going to be theirs 
anyway and concentrate on trying 
to complete a canasta and, meld 
out. 
For example, you are deciding 
your discard from the following

The pack is not frozen. Your 
opponents’ tabled melds include 
all three of your low-card ranks. 


You have melded kings, tens and 
sixes—four cards in the kings 
meld and three cards in each of 


the others, but the kings include 
a wild card. Therefore, you have 
not yet established a base for the 
canasta you need before you can 
go out. However, there are only 
20 cards left in the stock. Each 
of your opponents is holding more 
than 12 cards; your partner has 
only four cards left:in his hand. 

From your own point of view, 
you might freeze the pack, then 
discard cards that match the op- 
ponents’ melds, and hope that you 
could keep them from taking the 
pack. But when your partner holds 
only four cards he cannot co-op- 
erate with such a plan; he will 
probably be forced to make a dis- 
card that will let the opponents 
take the pack anyway. Under 
these circumstances you might as 
well discard a player and let the 
opponents keep control of the 
pack, meanwhile reserving your 
wild cards to complete a canasta 
if you or your partner can draw 
a fourth natural card for any of 
your melds. 


Question: A player is left with 
two cards and draws a matching 
card, giving him a meldable set of 
three. The opponents claim he can- 
not make this meld because he 
must be able to discard to com- 
plete his turn. Is this correct? 

Answer: No. The entire hand 
may be melded to go out; it is not 
necessary to make a. discard, 
though you may if you wish.

AN can set himself above 
his fellows and feel superi- 
or to them, in either of two 
ways: by his knowledge or by 
his power; by flaunting what 
he knows or by using money 
and influence to make himself 
supreme. Such forms of behav- 
ior always spring from pride. 

Now pride of the first kind 
— intellectual pride — changes 
its expression with the fashion 
of the age. In some periods of 
history, (when the public idols 
were men of learning, esteemed 
for their scholarship) the proud 
man pretended to possess vast 
knowledge which was not really 
his. Intellectual bluffers were 
common. Phoneys (who always 
wish to seem, rather to be 
whatever kind of leader is 
applauded in their age) put on 
a pretense of scholarship which 
was not theirs. 

Such intellectual bluffers are 
less common today: we do not, 
in our society, reward our men 
of learning with sufficient 
glamour or publicity to make 
it worth the phoney’s while to 
try to seem to be one of them. 
Traces of the cid snobbery of 
the intellect still remain in 
those circles of the intelligent- 
sia where the question ‘Have 
you read such and such a 
book?” is used as a test of 
whether one is intellectually on 
his toes.

NOWADAYS THE COM- 
MONER form of intellectual 
pride is negative. The proud 
man does not exalt himself; he 
tears the others down and thus 
accomplishes the same goal in 
the end—that of finding him- 
self raised high above his fel- 
lows. The cynic and the scoffer 
are common examples of mod- 
ern pride. They do not pretend 
to share the knowledge of the 
learned man; they simply tell 
us that his knowledge is untrue, 
that the great disciplines of the 
mind are a tangle of outworn 
absurdities, that nothing is 
worth learning because every- 
thing is obsolete. The ignorant 
man, boasting of his ignorance, 
thus tries to establish himself 
as the superior of all those who 
know more than he: for he 
knows what they do not know 
—that study “is a waste of 
time.” , 

The new-fashioned egotist of 
this type—the man who scorns 
the knowledge others possess— 
is as guilty of pride as the old- 
fashioned intellectual snob who 
pretended to wisdom he had 
not taken the trouble to absorb.

BOTH ERRORS, the old and 
the new, might be rarer if edu- 
cation stressed, more than it 
does, the quality of receptivity. 
The child is humble before a 
fact; he loses himself in admir- 
ation of it. The older man, too 
often, asks of every fact, “How 
can I use this to extend my ego, 
to make a bigger splash among

my: fellows, to induce people to 
admire me more?” Ambition 
to use knowledge for our selfish 
ends drives out the humility 
which is required of us before 
we can learn anything. 

Intellectual pride destroys 
the mood in which we learn; it 
also places a film of self over 
our eyes, so that we cannot en- 
joy the life around us. When 
we are preoccupied with our- 
selves we do not give our full 
attention to any person or 
thing that comes our way, and 
so we do not get, from each ex- 
perience, the enjoyment it 
could give to us. It is because 
the small child knows that he 
is small, and accepts the fact 
without pretending to be big, 
that his world is a world of 
wonders. To every little boy, 
his father is a giant.

THE CAPACITY for wonder 
is killed in many universities. 
Men emerge interested in the 
question of whether they are 
at the top of the class, or the 
foot, or somewhere in the mid- 
dle, working their way higher. 
This interest is the self and its 
rating poisons the proud man’s 
life—for self-centeredness is al- 
way a form of pride. 

The willingness to learn, to 
change, to grow is a quality of 
self-forgetfulness, of real hu- 
mility. 

It is the pride of the show- 
off which makes it impossible 
for him to learn. . . . or, indeed, 
to teach things he knows. For 
only the mind which humbles 
itself before the truth it wishes 
to impart can pass the knowl- 
edge on to other minds. The 
world has never known a hum- 
bler teacher than the Word of 
God Himself, who taught in 
simple parables and homely ex- 
amples drawn from sheep and 
goats and lilies of the field, 
from patches on worn. clothing 
and wine in new bottles. 

Pride is a watchdog of the 
mind, which keeps out wisdom 
and the joy of life. Pride can 
reduce the whole vast universe 
to the compass of a single ego, 
ee eens, unwilling to ex- 
pand.
